Four schools were in operation during the summer, 
and three the remainder of the year; the scholars from the 
east part, seven in the fall, and six in the winter, being 
brought to the village school. This has proved to bea 
most satisfactory arrangement, as the increased interest 
and enthusiasm of these scholars plainly shows. No school 
of six or seven pupils can be made a real success, be the 
teacher ever so diligent and faithful. 

Werner’s arithmetics were introduced at the beginning 
of the spring term, and we are much pleased with the 
progress made, especially in mental arithmetic, which is a 
strong feature of these books. The best text book on any 
subject is one which awakens the pupils mind to think. 

We have taken pains to ascertain the average amount 
expended per pupil for supplies in the past few years in 
this town, and also in Cheshire county, and the states of 
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New Hampshire and Massachusetts, and find that our 
average is not excessive as compared with other places.

Our teachers, on the whole, have been well qualified, 
mentally and morally, for their work. Miss Phelps came 
to us highly recommended, and she has fully sustained her 
reputation as a conscientious, faithful and devoted teacher. 
Thoroughness and system characterize all her work. 

Miss Mason has had her usual good success in the 
primary room. She seems to be the right person in the 
right place. 

The summer and fall terms of the West school were 
taught by Miss Laura Fraser. Miss Fraser was a good 
teacher, and had a love for. the work and her, efforts 
met with success. She gained the goodwill and sympathy 
of her scholars, and we should have been glad to have re- 
tained her for the winter term. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Ellen H. Newton. 
The term was short on account of the severe cold weather, 
several of the scholars being unable to attend. Very good 
work was done for the time it was in session, 

Our pupils, as well as our teachers, deserve a word of | 
commendation. They are, with scarcely an exception, — 
orderly, studious, and courteous, and, in the highest grades 
to a great extent, self-governing. This is as it should be. 
It gives the teacher a chance to do her best work in the 
way of teaching. ,
